4. Through an administrative error without deceptive intent the information conveyed by the 
Applicant to the Attorney for the Applicant in May of 1997 was not entered into the inventor 
database record for the above-identified application. 

5. The above-identified application was filed on an expedited bases without the inventor 
signature because of perceived and actual competitive activity in this area of technology by 
industrial concerns.
